YOUTHFUL INCENDIARY 



After Firing a House Five Times 
She Was Finally Caught 



Anna Alexander, a ftfteen-year-old colored 
girl, came to thia city from Cyntbiana about 
three months a^o and fuand a borne with Martha 
Clay, culored, in Catholic alley.
